RANCHERS STRONGLY PROTEST 


AT STORM-WATER PROJECT 


Believe New Law Unconstitutional, Unjust and 


Inadequate for 
Purposes—G. T. Brown 


Says Flood Will Ruin Ranchers. 


Resolved, that we, the ranchers and 


tax-payers of Covina in meeting as- 
sembled on Thursday, March 21st, do 
unanimously .protest against the for- 
mation of a storm water district as 
provided for under the laws of the 
state of California, and that we fur- 
ther request the board of supervisors 
to take no action relative to the for- 
mation of the same. 


And be it further resolved, that we 


deem such a storm water district ab- 
solutely unnecessary, 
and proclaim 


such formation as a useless expendi- 
ture of money that is wantonly un- 
warranted. And be it further resolved 
that a copy of this resolution be mail- 
ed at once to the board of supervisors 
of Los Angeles county. 


After one of the most earnest ses- 


sions that have been held since the 
question of storm-water arose, the Co- 
vina 
ranchers, on Thursday night, 


passed a resolution that completely 
condemns the proposed action of form- 
ing a storm-water district in the San 
Gabriel valley... One hundred ranchers 
gathered in the rooms of the Chamber 
of Commerce, and the two factions, 
the pros and cons, argued stubbornly 
for hours, finally deciding that the 
majority did not wish the matter to 
proceed further, and going on record 
with the resolutions denouncing the. 
project. 


The meeting -was presfded over by 


George Anderson, a rancher of Puente 
street, and W. M. Griswold of the Co- 
ylnaFruit- Exchajige'' was: made 'secre- 
tary. The^resblution" which was final- 
ly passed and which will be sent to 
the board of supervisors, was written 
and introduced by Bingham T. Wilson, 
another rancher, in behalf of the 
ranchers of the Covina valley. 


G. T. Brown of Irwindale, the fa- 


ther of the entire movement for the 
establishment of a storm-water dis- 
trict in this valley, was the leader of 
his faction at the meeting. Mr. Brown 
came to the meeting with a big dele- 
gation of ranchers whose properties 
abut on the washes from the canyons. 
These men fought hard to get the sup- 
port of the meeting, but thhe senti- 
ment was too strong against them. 


"You 
say that this storm-water dis- 


trict will cost too much," said Mr. 
Brown; "you say that it may cost 
$150,000 of $500,000. What I want to 
tell you is that if it ever rains in this 
valley again the way I've seen it rain 
several times in the last thirty years, 
if will cost the citrus ranchers two 
millions, and will mean the ruin of 
many fine ranches and roads." 


The 
majority, 
however, believed 


that the new law is unconstitutional, 
and that it is not a good law as drawn. 
It has no limit in it as to how much 
the board of supervisors may spend 
in perfecting this district, and the law 
has been characterized in the meeting 
of Thursday night as "being the work 
of a very shrewd politician." 


At a meeting held in Glendora yes- 


terday morning, there were delegates 
from the towns of Azusa, Glendora, 
Covina, San Dimas 
and

The meeting was held in the offices 
of the Glendora Citrus Association,

of connecting the Covina sewer sys- 
tem with a conduit laid in the San 
Gabriel river, to be used by several 
valley cities, and to be built under 
the supervision of the county, in re- 
ceiving encouragement from the super- 
visors. It was the opinion of members 
of the board that the plan is not only 
feasible, but that, it will meet with 
the approval of the S-m Gabriel vnlley 
residents. 


With this matter in view, a meeting 


has been called, to be held in f'ovina 
on Tuesday, April 2, at 2:30 in the 
afternoon, in the rooms of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce.

Overhead Irrigating Plan 


For Citrus Orchards 


Robert Baird, a Porterville orange 


grower, has perfected an 
overhead 


irrigating 
system 
over 
a ten-acre 


unit of his Winterhaven orange grove 
•which may be the beginning of a new 
system that will revolutionize 
the 


present methods of irrigating. 


Baird, who personally 
planned the 


the system,* says that he is more than 
pleased with his experiment, and says 
other ten-acre units are being added 
until his orchard is covered. 


This system consists of a number 


of pipe lines which are carried above 
the tops of the trees, in which pipes 
there 
are 
specially 
constructed 


sprinkler nozzles at intervals of 
a 


few feet. Controlled 
from a line of 


central pipes by means of these pipes, 
a veritable miniature rainstorm is un- 
der complete control of the owner. 


REVOLUTION PROMISED. 


This system promises to revolution 


ize the irrigation of orchards in this 
district. It has many advantages as 
is apparent even to the tyro in or- 
ange culture. It is evident that ex- 
pensive and painstaking levelling or 
the ground which is essential to make 
irrigation possible through gravity dis- 
tribution by the ditch system is un- 
necessary and any piece of ground 
which is smooth enough for planting 
will be smooth enough for the instal 
lation of the overhead system. 


Under ditch, the chief trouble in ir 


rigation has been the even distribu 
tion of water. Side hill land is ideal 
for oranges, and as a penalty 
the 


lower rows 
of trees receive much 


more water than those at the top, de 
spite the most carefully 
conceivec 


dams and dykes. With the overhead 
system the water is placed in the 
ground uniformly, and the space be 
tween the rows, which receive the 
water by seepage in the ditch system 
is covered with the same even distri 
bution. 


AS A FROST PREVENT AT IVE. 
As a frost preventative, the over 


head system is vastly 
superior 
t 


smudge pots and heaters. The tern 
perature of water from the wells in 
this district averages 65 degrees 
t< 


70 degrees Fahrenheit. 
When 
th 


temperature falls below the danger 
point the orchardist can turn on his 
"rain" and envelop the orchard in a 
great cushion of warm spray. The 
cost of irrigating under the overhead 
system in only a fraction of that by 
the ditchsystem. The pipe lines are 
carried on valves which allow the 
sprinklers to be turned in all posi- 
tions through the arc of a semicircle, 
and one can be arranged either to 
turn them by hand or have a small 
motor rigged to turn them by clock- 
work. In either case one man could 
easily irrigate 40 to 60 acres, where 
five to seven men are needed to tend 
ditches. If it happens, as it frequently 
does, that the texture of the soil at 
one portion of the orchard requires 
less water than in others, it is- only 
necessary to turn off the rain In that 
particular part , which is impossible 
under the ditch system if the loose 
soil is between the main ditch and 


hrough the foliage of the trees, upon 
he fruit and into the crotches of the 
imbs, just as the rainfall, and it is 
he sincere belief of the owner that 
he result of the careful use of the 
ainfall system will be one of added 
>roduction of one to one and one- 
lalf boxes to the tree above the aver- 
age yield. If this is so, the system 
vill pay for itself in one season. In 
addition, the fruit will mature earlier 
and from work done with individual 
rees it is believed that it will mature 
as much .as ten days to two weeks 
earlier than that of orchards in which 
the ditch system is in use. 


So confident is Baird of the com- 


plete success of the new system and 
ts many advantages over the ditch 
method that he is already planning 
,he installation of five other ten-acre 
units for the present season and in 
two or three years hopes to have the 
'rainfall' method working over his 
entire 120 acres. 


The experiment is attracting atten- 


tion in all portions of the state, and 
while there are doubting Thomases 
who say the scheme has been tried 
before and abandoned, Baird claims 
that he has experimented 
with his 


plan for years and is positive of its 
complete success. 


If this is true the new system prom- 


ises to revolutionize orchard practice 
throughout 
this state and probably 


throughout the entire portion of the 
United States where irrigation is used 
in fruit culture.

"When 
a man buys fruit trees, if he knows 
his business, he selects certain v<»- 
rieties fo'r good reasons and must rc-

A beautiful life, spent, in walking 


with God, has come to a close, through 
the death of Mrs. Anna Baldridge, for 
years identified with this town and 
its social and religious affairs. 
The 


funeral was held Thursday afternoon 
at the Covina Methodist church, con- 
ducted by Rev. liede A. Johnson, as- 
sisted by other pastors. Miss Gertrude 
flulee sang well-loved hymns, and the 
church choir participated in the mu- 
sic. The church held a large number 
of Covina people who had known and 
loved the woman during her life here. 


Mrs. 
Baldridge was born in Geneva, 


N"e\v York. She was nearly 04 years 
old. 
She lived in Covina from 18SG 


to 1907. A tender tribute, which tells 
the story of this sainted woman's life, 
has been prepared for the Argus, as 
follows: 


On Wednesday, March 22, 1912, at. 


_':1"> a.m., at th^ California hospital, 
Los Angeles, the sweet spirit that in- 
fonned the body of Mrs. Anna M. 
Baldridge, passed out of this life to 
its heavenly home. 
Mrs. Baldridge 


was born at Geneva, Xew York, July 
2, 
184S. 
She 
was an accomplished 


p i a n i s t , and a music teacher in her 
youth. Oti the Tit.h of December, ISfifi, 
she was married to Robert Baldridge, 
who survives her with their six chil- 
dren, all living in Southern California; 
three daughters, Mrs. A. J. Williams 
of Covina, Mrs. F,. J. tnwood of Red- 
lands, and Mrs. E. P. Warner of Co- 
vina; and three sons, William L. of 
Olive. Robert K. of Los Angeles, and 
John C. of Axusa. 
Nine grandchil- 


dren survive; also her brother, W. D. 
Crow of Montesano, Washington, and 
sister, Mrs. Chas. M. Petty of Cleve- 
land, Ohio. Her father, Rev. Moses 
Crow, was a Methodist minister, and 
she early united with the church, liv- 
ing a consistent Christian life to the 
end. 
After her marriage she was for 


a time connected with the Presbyter- 
ian church, near her home in Momu- 
lus, \. Y., but after their removal to 
California in 1887, she united with the 
Methodist church at Covina, where 
she still held membership after her 
removal to Los Angeles four years 
ago. Wherever she lived she endear- 
ed herself to all about her by her win- 
ning personality and social nature. 


She had for years been troubled 


with an obscure ailment that recently 
developed so alarmingly that, she was 
taken to the hospital three weeks ago 
to undergo an operation, which, how- 
ever, proved impossible. 
Throughout 


her illness some of the family were 
with her constantly, and with the kind- 
ly nurses, who had corne to love her, 
gave ministry of care and comfort! 
On Monday she enjoyed a visit from 
her pastor, Rev. B. A. Johnson, and 
took great comfort in his words of 
prayer. 
Her strength 
and 
courage 


were as remarkable as her calmness 
and clearness of mind up to the final 
hour. 


On Thursday, at 2 p.m., many rela- 


tives and friends attended the funeral 
services at the Methodist church in 
Covina, in which the pastor was as- 
sisted by Rev. Alfred Inwood of Ri- 
verside and Rev. Chas. Inwood of Eng- 
land. Her favorite hymns were sung, 
and, asleep in Jesus, she was tenderly- 
laid to rest in Oakdale cemetery amid 
profusion of flowers, and followed by 
loving memories. Truly of such it was 
written:

THEY WON'T WORK. 


Ranchers Asking For Help in Grove- 


and Grain Fields, While Jails 


Are Crowded. 


While the county jails of all the 


counties of Southern California 
are 


overflowing with vagrants, the orange 
districts arc in need of help, and can- 
not get it. 
While Los Angeles city 


and the city of San Bernardino arc 
both 
confronted 
with a perplexing 


problem as to what shall be done with 
the tramps, Covina ranchers are con- 
tinually asking at the Argus office for 
men who will work in the orchards. 
Grain ranchers and vegetable men 
are asking for labor of the ordinary 
kind.

WE FEEL STUNG. 


MILWAUKEE, V/IS., March 19,— 


The prosperts of the establishment 
of new sugar bent fartories in C'all- 
fornin 
is attr.-ict.inc; wide attention, 


owing to the danger of tlin passage 
of 
the 
democratic 
bill 
pro- 


viding 
for the 
removal of the tar- 


iff on sugar, but nowhere is the danger 
appreciated greater than in Wiscon- 
sin, for it was at Milwaukee confer- 
ence R few days ago that C. C. Ham- 
lin of Colorado Springs, chairman of 
the executive committee of the United 
States beet sugar industry, made this 
declaration that the democratic bill 
would throttle the boot sugar industry, 
prevent the buildinir of new factories 
at a cost of 12.0,000,000, and the ex- 
penditure of $2."i,000,000 a year in the 
purchase of beets from farmers. The 
free sugar plan of the democrats, he 
spid, would give the sugar trust a 
monopoly of the sugar industry and he 
hinted in no mild form that once giv- 
en a monopoly, and with the beet 
sugar industry destroyed, the lower 
prices under the tariff would be only 
temporary. 
Last year's 
experience 


when sugar mounted to 8 and 9 cents 
a pound in some parts of the country 
when the beet sugar output for the 
year was consumed, was only an In- 
stance of what might happen with 
the sugar trust in control of the in- 
dustry. 


Mr. Harnlin's statement, which was 


made for the independents 
of 
the 


country, 90 per cent of whom are rep- 
resented in the association for whlca 
he spoke, was as follows: 


"If the tariff is cut the farmers 


who raise sugar beets will be the most 
immediate 
sufferers. 
The retention 


of the present duty will mean the In- 
vestment of millions in new factories. 


"The people generally are wholly 


ignorant of the sources of these at- 
tacks. The agitation is wholly inspir- 
ed by New York refiners and the im- 
porters of foreign raw sugar, who SOT 
their business menaced by the compe- 
tition of beet sugar, the interests us- 
ually known as the sugar trust. 


"Every refiner who testified before 


the Hardwick committee and practi- 
cally all the refiners on the eastern 
seaboard did testify, expressed them- 
selves in favor of free sugar, or, at 
least, 
a drastic 
cut in the present 


duty; and all testified that their rea-

son for desiring the removal of duty 
was due to the fact that the beet, 
sugar industry was menacing the rno- 
nonoly which they once enjoyed. 


"John Arbuckle, the coffee king, is 


one of the most vociferous advocates 
of free sugar. The testimony of Mr. 
Jamison, one of his partners, is sig- 
nificant. In testifying in favor of free 
sugar and giving his reasons why he 
favored the same, he said that it was 
on account of the beet product. Mr. 
Jamison further said: 
"If there was 


no duty I do not think the beet would 
HO prosperous, and 
we would prob- 


ably sell more sugar it. it. (the duty) 
wns removed, I menri.' He was only- 
one of many who testified along the 
same lines. 


"Mr. Arbuckle may be a philant.hro- 


phist as far as sugar in concerned, 
but his record with regard to coffee 
can scarcely be looked upon as a guar- 
antee in this direction. 
Coffee has 


doubled in price within a very short 
time, an that it has doubled is due 
to the monopoly 
enjoyed by a few 


men. Destroy the competition which 
the refiners must meet on account of 
the 
domestic beet 
productions and 


what guarantee has the consumer that 
a like monopoly will be established 
in sugar? 


"Wo are now producing about 0,000,- 


000 tons of beet sugar per annum. 
Were the industry permitted to grow 
t h i s amount, would be doubled within 
a reasonable time, and the consumer 
would receive the benefit. 
In addi- 


tion to this, the incidental advantages 
to our agriculture can not be magni- 
fied. After a careful study of the in- 
dustry in Iowa. Mr. Wallace, in an 
article recently published in Wallace's 
Farmer, reached the deliberated con- 
clusion that, 'the culture of the- sugar 
beet as it spreads will revolutionize 
the agriculture of the northern part 
of the corn belt, and if it is true of 
this section,' it. is true of the wheat 
belt of Minnesota and Dakotas and all 
that, great, agricultural 
section 
ex- 


tending from Pennsylvania westward 
to the Pacific, which, according to the 
reports of our department of agricul- 
ture, is adapted to the production of 
sugar hoets. 


"If this industry is destroyed it will 


be because our people are ignorant of 
its importance as related to our agri- 
cultural and industrial development."

Municipal Ownership 


Of Water In California 


(By Edward P. E. Troy) 


The most essential public utility is 


water. A city may exist without trans- 
portation and without artificial light; 
but it would be uninhabitable without 
water. That such a necessary element 
of human life should be permitted to 
come under the control of private per- 
sons would be unbelievable if the fact 
did not exist among us. 


In the United States municipal own- 


ership of water is almost universal. 
All of the large cities, except San 
Francisco, own their water systems. 
The total value of the land, buildings 
and 
equipment 
used 
by American 


municipalities for the purpose of sup- 
ply water to their inhabitants is re- 
ported by the census bureau to be 
$690,184,199. 
Of this stupendous in- 


vestment, the total debt is less than 
half, or $312,216,441. 


Contrast this healthy 
financiering 


of the cities with the Spring Valley 
Water Company in San Francisco. 
The evidence presented 
before the 


United States court showed that the 
total sum invested in its properties 
amounted to about $22,600.000. 
The 


total stock and bond issue of the com- 
pany equals about $45,000.000. Of this 
sum, $14,000,000 was added to the 
stock a few years ago, by giving the 
stockholders two shares for one, with- 
out any additional cash investment. 


In California, fifty-three cities own 


and operate municipal water supplies. 
The gross receipts for the past fiscal 
year, as given in the compilation of 
the 
"financial 
transactions" of the 


cities by State Controller A. B. Nye, 
totals $1,988,499.31 for the sales of 
water. The city of Los Angeles ac- 
counts for more than half of this sum, 
its total being $1,072,360.24. 


The operating expense and mainten- 


ance for the same year amounted to 
$1,379,663. The interest payments on 
debt, and sinking fund for redemption 
for the year made up the further sum 
of $555,206. A few cities purchased 
the water, and distributed it to the 
local consumers. This is done almost 
exclusively in the southern part of the 


state, and in a few mountain towns, 
where the water is purchased from 
large irrigation systems. 
The total 


sum paid out for this purpose was 
$93,142, of which $64,690 was expend- 
ed by San Diego alone. 


It is the practice in many cities to 


put all the burden of the cost of water 
for municipal purposes, such as street 
sprinkling, flushing of sewers, fire hy- 
drants, schools, municipal buildings 
and grounds, and many other uses, 
upon the 
water 
consumers. Were 


these services made a charge against 
the city treasury, the receipts of the 
water departments would be greatly 
increased, and the charge for water 
to dwellings and other consumers re- 
duced. 


It is unfair to put the burden of this 


cost of government upon water con- 
sumers. This double tax would be re- 
moved if proper charge were made 
against all of the property 
of 
the 


towns. 
The laying of water mains in 


a street adds much to the value of 
real estate, but, under this system, the 
owners of the vacant lots pay noth- 
ing, 
while they reap a large part of 


the benefits of such municipal enter- 
prises. This system puts a heavy bur- 
den on those whose industry builds 
up the city, while it increases the 
wealth of the speculators, who reap 
nearly all the profits. 


The rate charged by the cities gen- 


erally are just enough to cover the 
cost of furnishing the service. 
In 


Healdsburg, the minimum meter rate 
is H cents per 1,000 gallons, in An 
tioch 7 cents, Gridley 8 cents, Los 
Angeles 9 cents, San Diego 11 cents, 
Santa Clara 10 cents, Whittier 4 cents. 
In but five cities does the rate exceed 
25 cents. In all but five of the balance 
the rate is 20 cents or less. In San 
Francisco, although the receipts of 
the company exceed the total of all 
the municipal plants in the state, the 
minimum rate is 18 cents and the 
maximum 38 cents per 1000 gallons. 
The schedule is so arranged that prac- 
tically all of the householders have to 
pay the maximum.
